in thofe Bounds and Limits 
which Nature and Reafow have plainly mark'd out 
ious. For so wifely is Nature confticured, that 
there is no departing from her Laws, without 
departing from our cwm Happinefs. ‘The Voice of 
Nature ot Reafon (for they are all one) is the 
Vo.ce of Pleafure; ber Ways ave Ways of Pleafant- 
refs, and al her Paths are Peace; buc the leaf 
Devioation from Reafon is a Step into Mifcry. 
}very Pice is clof-ly and maturady conneGed with 
Iv; and tho’ che Crafty and Powerful may pro- 
vite and guard better againtt the Confequences of 
wiong Condu&; yet Nature, eve: Wile, will 
find them our, and preferve the Dignity of he: 
Jofivaticns, by punifhing the Offender , for, in 
fpte of all cheit Cunning and Power, Vistue will 
be its own Reward, and Vice its owa Punifiment. 
Every Vice maturaty \eflens a Man’s Happiueds, 
and deprives hin of his real greateft Good; bu: 
the Fice of Gaming makes fuch Ioroads, and com- 
mits fuch Ravages upon our Fortunes znd our bo 
nefty, thet “tis impotlivle to preferve our Happi 
nefs. All other Vices mske fure, tho’ flower 
Approaches to our Deft.uction, but This breeks 
iu upon us all at once: Ic solls like a Torrent 
down a Precipice, and there is no refitting its all 
devouring Fo.ce. Gaming detticys the Mind, the 
Rody, and the Eflate: It contvatts the Soul, and 
nansows the Geoius: Ie gives us a Difiehth) 
to all che Pleafures of a more noble and penerous, 
amore exalted, and durable Kind, Ths frome 
violent Love ot Gain Jewels all Perions, and con- 
founds all Things. We never diflingvith Friends 
trom Foes ; the Good fiom the Bed; nos the Poors 
fiom the Rich: Gaming bardens the Heart, end 
feels the Soul againft every Benevolent Impreffion : 
I: fwallows bp Hamanity and good Nature ; and 
makes a Man abfolutely felf, tho’ that Self be 
buit upon the Ruio of innocent Families, and the 
Mifery of cthofe whom we eftcem’d, and who 
dferved our Efteem. Gaming does not only vitiate 
and corrupt ibe Mind, by putting us upon a thoeu- 
fand mean Things which our Souls abhorr'd, bu 
itdeltroys our Nealth , for thar conftant Anxiety ct 
Mind, that flrong painful Concern tor the Eveit, ord 
the fitting up whole Nights, to secover a lofing 
Hen, wears out the Body, as thoroughly and 
efleually as ic debafes and contraés the Soul. Bur 
then, asto the Effate and Fortunes, What Havock 
does it make ? There is no kitate large enough 
to fupport a Gametter ; and if it was, Why fhouly 
a Man who has a certain Income. within which h: 
can hive handfomely, put that Certainty to Hazard 2 
We fhould nor wonder, That @ Man who is worth 
nothing, who ftands noked in the World, and is 
bereft of all the Means of Subjifence, fhould try 
his Foriune ; for he may get, but can’t lofe ; 
his preatelt Blefing is, he can’t be curs'd: Bur 
that a Man, wi.o has all the Means of a raticnal 
and manly Happfnefs withia his own Powe-, fhould 
put thole Means upon che Chance of a Dye, ans 
leave it to Fortume, or to the Winds, wherher be 
hall continue to pojfefs them, oc be etermaily de- 
priv d of them, ts a Pitch of Madnels that we 
thould not think Men capable of, was it not evi- 
dent to cur Senfes. 

This Madie‘s of our Countrymen, (who ufed 
t0 bea lober, fragal, induftious Race of People,) 
takes its Rife from our growing Luxury; and that 
-UxUfy, in a great Meafure, from the South Sea 
Year; when Pesfons in Authority, and at tie 
Helm of Affsirs, fed the Nation into Gaming and 
Mifery ; gave them a general corrunc Tafte ; vicie 
ated their Minds ; turn’d them from the flow, but 
0 Way of getting Money by Labour and Bufi- 
ee and put them on the faolith Expeétacion of 

SiN§ Rich at once, to fipport thet Luxury which 





they fo fhamefully and inglorioufly plac’d before 
their Eyes. Tho’, if Men could obcain this Wealth 
im &@ Moment, which they fo anxioufly defire, and 
{pring up Rich ai at once, it would fignity very 
little cowards their Huppinefs : They wou'd 
probably be as far, if nor farher from it than 
before, For if we judge of Men by Experi- 
ence, (the furelt Way of judging) we thall find, 
that what is got at once, is geoeally /pent at 
once: What is got without Thought or Dafign, 
is {pent too without Thought or Defiza. “Tis che 
Nature of Man, that what we rake no Pains for, 
we don’t value; what we obtain ecafily, we as 
tofily throw away; and, perhsps,.“¢would be 
difficult to name an Eftate got by Gaming, which 
ever defcended to Pofterity, if it litted the Game 
fter's Life. But, if they had Senfe exough to 
preferve what they had gor, this fudden Accumu- 
lation of Wealth and (a3 they vainly imagine) 
Honour too, dez'es their Souls, and puts out che 
Light of thei: Uncerftandings: It throws them 
upon a Way of Living fo different fiom what 
they ever experienced, that tiey dive in a Maze, 
perpetually ruo into Extravagancies of one Kind 
or other, fly f om Pleafure to Pleafure, contia&t 
Difttempess, lffeo all the natural reafonable Joys 
ot Life, and Laffen Death; who is truly the King 
of Terrors to chem, es they abound in Wealth and 
Luxury, and Confufion of Thought, cauled by that 
Wealta and Luxury. 

Thefe Upfart Gentlemen, or Gentlemen of For- 
tune, being feldem Men of Education, or Ma/fers 
of the Science of Life, wander inte a thoufand 
Escors ; and neither decently mor rationally «ujoy 
what other Perions, who were born to the Ex- 
peGation of Eftares, os who obtain’d them by 
Care and Labour, enjoy with fo much Eafe and 
Sati.faction. 

The watural Life of Man is Labour or Bufirefs ; 
Riches is an uxnatural State ; and therefore, ge- 
netaily a State of Mifcry. There is more Pleafure 
upon the whole, by being obliged to aff, than to 
lie under mo Obligation at ali; befides, when « 
Mao gets his Wealth by Degrees, he enjrys it by 
Degrees; he makes a proportionable Progrefs io 
Pleafure, and travels ov irom one Degree of! 
Happinefs to another; fo that the Number of his 
Pleafures encreafes wish the Number of bis Days 
Life, which is a Drug in the Hands of idle Aven, 
or Gealemen, never hangs heavily upon the 
Hands of Merchants and Tradefinen; nor do I 
know any Sert of Men in the Kingdom fo well 
curn’d or fo happily fituated for Pleafure as the 
Men of Bufinefs in London; who fo judicioufly 
d vide theie Time between City and Counrry, and 
'o elgently enjoy in one Place what they fo ho- 
eftly aod pleafantly go: in anorher, 

This is fo ceue, That the greateft Happine/s arifes 
from the flow Progrefive Way ot pulirchs, shat a 
wife Man woul never leave his Childsen fo much 
Money aso put them beyond Induflry ; tor that 
s too often putting them be)ond Happinefs. Let 
it fuffice, that they enter tne Worlu with fuch a 
moderate Fortune, that, with Labour and Applt 
cation, they may live well, and enjoy all which 
a safonable Man would defire; and thas 
enough: Bur the foolith ridiculous Vanity of 
Tradejmen, to le ve their Sons Gentlemen, hath 
dettroy’d the Happine/s of the Fathers, and of the 
Sons too: The «thers have lolt cheits by too great 
Anxiety aad Parfimory , and their Sows weie ce- 
ptivea of their tappinefs by Idlenefs, luxury, and 
all thofe Vices which young Men, with a great 
deal of Money, and little Senfe or I-xperience, 
naturally can into, «So that heaping wp Riches for 
our Potterity, is, generally Speaking, beaping up 
Deftruttion ; and entailing of large Eftates, encail- 
ing Vice and Nifery, 

From the Truth of what hath been faid, it fol- 
lows, Thar if the Gamefter is fuccefsful, (which is 
not the Cafe of One in a Ihoufans) he is often 
tuin’d; his very Gain is a Lofs, aad his Succefs 
deftroys him. He would have been far more 
happy, had he been train'd to Bufine/s ; and ob- 
tain'’d his Wealth, by flow Degrees, in fuch an 
honeft Way of Trade, chat his Riches were not

is the Luxury of the Age. Exceffes of all Kinds 
grow among the Trading Parr of the Nation ; 
which J am foriy to fay, becaufe they are cet. 
tainly the moft ufeful Part of the Nation ; and 
ufed to be the mot wirtwous too But they have 
goa wrong Turon; they will commence Cent! 
men, when they fhouli be only Tradefmen; Mr 
of Pleafure, ot ba'f Mer of Pleofure, wren they 
thould be totaky Men of Bufiuejy: Torey degen 
where they fhoutd end: fhey wal, in the Infancy 
of their Trade, and before they have made ties: 
Fortunes, be abf nt fou ctheit Bufinel two ce 
theee Doys in a Week; “hch, befides the iz 
Pfs this has upon cheie F smilies, courradts on 
Habit of Idlenc{s and Neafures Taery come home 
with a Dfincimation ‘o tne Duty ; Jo 5) hate, 
and wifh ’cwas over: Their Souls are fimewhere 
Me; and they are abfent from Bufinefi, even 
while they are in it.

For thefe Reafons all Lovers of their County 
hope that the Pasliamenc, who are the Guardiens 
of the People’s Hoppine/s as well is of their Lil er. 
ties, will never Come into another Lottery, wnlefs 
the Neceflities of the Government abfolurely see 
quire it. Gaming fhould be fo far from te ng en- 
courng’d, that tie Legiflarure ought to ake all 
poflible Meihods to prevent ite Growth, for 
has taken Root among all Orders and Degrees, 
ail Ranks and Condisions of Men, en! even 
among the Lidies themflves, who put their 
Health, their Beauty, and thei Happinefz, if nor 
their Firtwe, to hezard; what Heart is there {o 
fteel’d again# all Humanity, as to be <ble to think 
of that unfortunate young Lady at the Bath, 
without ¢.opping a Tear? who, ruin'd by Gaming, 
rothee than pare with ber Virtue, or fubmir to a 
mean Dependence upon others, thoughr it beft to 
refign Life it/elf.
